N ew York, May 27.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said iii part,: 
There is some fear that has no other 
source than the habit of fear. 
Men 
have found for so many years disaster 
treading on the heels of apprehension 
that they lack faith in good things pres­ 
ent and to come. 
Every year there is 
worry about short crops, and yet the 
crops grow' larger. 
The spectre of 
monetary trouble haunts men who 
know that the country is strong beyond 
any need. 
Promoting methods alarm 
men who are really quite aware that it 
is only needful to put promoted stocks 
in a class by themselves. 
But all the time the volume of busi­ 
ness is rising, aud the week’s pay­ 
ments through the chief clearinghouses 
are 62.1 percent larger than last year 
and 68 per cent larger than in 1892. For 
mouth thus far the daily average is 57.9 
per cent larger than last year and 66.4 
per cent larger than in 1892. Moreover, 
this week aud every other brings larger 
wages to many, and increased purchas­ 
ing power and the demand for products 
is 
consequently 
expanding 
in 
all 
branches of consumption. 
The rise in Bessemer pigiron to $17.65 
at Pittsburg, $2 in two weeks in Grey 
forge to $15.25, in anthracite No. I here 
to $16.75 aud in local aud southern iron 
at Chicago results directly from the 
fact that supplies are for the time less 
than the demand. Many more furnaces 
are in haste to begin work, some suc­ 
ceeding, but others, hindered by diffi­ 
culty of getting prompt deliveries of 
needed parts of machines, or prompt 
supplies of ore and fuel. 
The natural 
remedy that new orders now call for less 
work than was done in April or March 
is for the time hidden by engagement 
of nearly all concerns for months ahead. 
The largest aud best works are catch­ 
ing up with their orders, though much 
behind aud obliged to refuse many, 
while others are entering the lields. 
It 
is proof of an astonishing demand that 
after nearly five months this congestion 
continues, and the rise in prices, includ­ 
ing advances of $2 per ton in plates and 
bars, are not forced and unnatural. 
The heavy sales of wool, 30,954,000 
pounds, at the three chief markets ip 
three weeks, against 20,780,300 pounds 
for same weeks in 1897, when the disas­ 
trous speculation of that year had be­ 
gun to turn, and 14,212,150 pounds in ( 
1892, are 
mostly to 
speculators, as 
manufacturers are doing scarcely any­ 
thing. 
Weeks ago they held that 
prices were too high even after some 
decline, for the prices at which goods 
could be sold. 
But western and east­ 
ern speculators have settled it that the 
manufacturer will be forced to buy at 
such prices as they may fix and are 
taking large quantities. 
Wheat advanced 2 cents, but lost 
nearly all the gain on Friday. 
Western 
receipts have fallen to a IX) ut half last 
year’s, and exports in four weeks from 
Atlantic and Pacific ports have been 
10,590,168 
bushels, 
flour 
included, 
against 13,691,882 last year, while from 
northern lake ports 7,926,037 bushels 
have gone out this year. 
But men for­ 
get that the foreign demand, if not as 
large as it was last year with famine 
impending, is much larger than in the

M a d r id , May 27.—Following is a dis­ 
patch which was sent by General Rios, 
Spain’s military representative iu the 
Philippines, from Manila: 
“I arrived here on board tne Leon 
XIII. 
The occupation of the island of 
Jolo by the Americans was effected 
without special incident. 
The Ameri­ 
can warships saluted our flag with 21 
guns when it was lowered. 
“The Filipino batteries at Zamboanga, 
island of Mindanao, continued to shell 
the town aud the port, causing losses in 
our garrison, but finally, after a lively 
attack by the Spaniards, the insurgents 
fled. 
They suffered numerous losses. 
Our losses were two officers aud three 
soldiers killed and 19 soldiers wounded* 
“One company of our troops attacked 
a battery, which the enemy then aban­ 
doned, and two other batteries were dis­ 
mounted by our artillery. 
After this 
reverse the insurgents declared their ad­ 
hesion to Spain and suspended hostili­ 
ties. 
“The evacuation of Zamboanga was 
accomplished in the most orderly way, 
in spite of a violent storm, which caused 
the loss of several boats aud the strand­ 
ing of the steamer Porto Rico on the 
enemy’s coast every one was safely em­ 
barked. 
“Two American warships were placed 
at my disposal by the admiral, but we 
did not need them. 
The Spanish flag 
was saluted with 13 guns by the Ameri­ 
can ships. 
“If the minister for war does not 
order to the contrary, I shall sail for 
Spain on board the P. de Satrustegui.” 
M a n i l a , May 27.—The events of the 
past week emphasized the need of a 
much larger army here without which, 
according to the best authorities in Ma­ 
nila, it would be attempting the impos­ 
sible to expect to establish American 
supremacy iu the Philippine islands. 
The inadequacy of the American forces 
was said to be responsible for the large 
total loss in the number of small en­ 
counters without material results as a 
compensation. 
Most of the fighting was in .territory 
which the Americans had swept but 
had been compelled to abandon because 
they couuld uot spare troops to hold it. 
The forces commanded by Generals 
MacArthur aud Lawton held two im­ 
portant lines of communication aud 
commerce, the railroad to San Fernando 
and the Rio Grande river. 
But, much 
of the country they have swept, includ­ 
ing scores of the smaller towns and 
some of the larger ones were left un­ 
covered simply for want of men to hold 
them aud the insurgents returned and 
were occupying the towns the Ameri­ 
cans abandoned aud were campaign in 
the jungles and weeds outside. 
Others 
were on the watch for chances to hur­ 
rahs the garrisons and attacking scout­ 
ing parties or detached companies with 
greater forces. 
This was the kind of 
warfare 
they preferred 
to 
regular 
battles. 
It appeared that the Filipinos who at­ 
tacked the Third regiment between San 
Miguel and Balinag were part of Pio del 
Pilar’s army. 
They came from the 
south, across the mountains, presuma­ 
bly to meet a wagon train which Gen­ 
eral Lawton expected along the road. 
They also planned to capture several 
large detachments aud were placed in 
ambush at different points. 
They fired 
from the jungle, at a .distance of about 
200 yards, and gave the Americans one 
of the hardest fights experienced in the 
campaign. 
The Filipinos lost more 
heavily than the Americans in all the 
encounters. 
The insurgent 
generals 
took the loss of arms more to heart than 
they did the loss of men. 
Foreigners who arrived here from the 
insurgents’ country under the recent 
order of expulsion said the cemeteries in 
all the towns were tilled with fresh 
graves.

Hu go Brenke, son of F. M. Brenke of 
Chicago, is now in Manila with the 
Fou rth United States infantry, says the 
Chicago Record. He is a member of 
Company G. and has been in the islands 
since March 11. In a letter to his par­ 
ents he speaks of the v oyage ov er and 
the landings at Gibraltar, Port Said 
and other places. Concerning the arriv al 
at Manila he says: 
“ Landing abou t 1 :30 p. m., near an 
old Spanish fort with many gu ns on its 
walls, we took np ou r march for camp. 
Onr tents w’ere pitched and we camped 
in the field. Next day we marched into 
the city proper to ou r present qu arters. 
“ We are doing patrol du ty with the 
Minnesota v olu nteers and are on du ty 
six hou rs at a stretch. 
Myself au d two 
others patrol a district which some 
weeks ago was partly destroyed by fire, 
set. no dou bt, by the nativ e.s. We take 
110 chances at night, and shou ld we see 
anything that looks su spiciou s we hav e 
orders to blaze away. There is, how­ 
ev er, no danger, for the soldiers are re­ 
spected and obeyed by all. No one is 
allowed on the street after 7 o’clock, 
and all doors on the grou nd floor mu st 
be closed at that time, and when we 
meet a Chinaman we command sternly, 
‘Vamou sa cassey 1’ (meaning ‘go home’) 
and he’ll start off on a ru n for his place. 
On the ou tskirts of the city the bamboo 
shacks bu rn ev ery night and the crack­ 
ling of the bamb 3o sou nds ju st like reg­ 
u lar infantry firing. 
“ The streets in Manila are v ery nar­ 
row and filthy and the bu ildings are all 
mu ch alike. Scarcely a hou se is to be 
fou nd withou t barred windows, and the 
massiv e lower story of stone su pports a 
light u pper one of wood. This is the 
way they gu ard against earthqu akes, 
which shake the island at tim ea”

This is right on the firing 
line, and I could not help think how 
funny it was to play ball when every 
once in a while a bullet could be heard 
whistling over our heads. The Mauser 
bullet has a very ugly, mean sound— 
something I will never forget if I live

A 
correspondent of the New York Snn 
thus describes Admiral Watson’s brave 
conduct on that occasion; As the Hart­ 
ford passed B'ort St. Philip a shower of 
g rape from one of the big g uns tore the 
foremast into matchwood and .seriously 
disabled the sail power of the ship.

The transport Roanoke recently ar­ 
rived at San Francisco from Manila, 
bring ing the latest news from the front. 
All her officers were ont on the battle­ 
fields in* the Philippines, and they bring 
interesting stories of happening s inci­ 
dental to the strug g le in the faraway 
Philippines. 
. 
The “rebel yell” has been heard in 
the Philippines, to the g reat disadvan­ 
tag e of the Filipinos. And the boys 
from the south have no monopoly on 
that yell. The whole army charg es with 
it, and it is mig hty discourag ing to the 
Filipinos. It frig htens them more than 
do the bnllets. 
It shakes their sharp­ 
shooters down from the trees. 
“ The Filipinos claim that the Ainiri- 
cansdo not fig ht fair,” says Captain 
Kidston of the Roanoke. 
“They evi­ 
dently think that we have not g ot war­ 
fare down to a science. In the g lad old 
days when they used to pepper the 
Spaniards each side foug ht fair. The 
Filipinos would dig very fine trenches, 
and the Spaniards would follow suit. 
Then both parties would content them­ 
selves with firing in the air. After an 
hour or so of this kind of fig hting each 
side would enjoy its siesta. The idea of 
one party scrambling into the other s 
trenches was con.sidered barbarous. 
“ I had the honor of accompanying 
Inspector General Miley to the firing 
line on one or two occasions. Those 
Filipino trenches were strong enoug h 
to keep anv army away, except perhaps 
ours. Behind the first trench the coun­ 
try was flat; the Filipinos expecting to 
retire before the g uns of the Americans 
and then catch our boys in a trap. 
They could rain bullets on them from 
the second trench. But the difficulty in 
carry ing out this part of the prog ramme 
was that our boys never stopped. They 
jumped over the first trench and with 
that awful yell made for the Filipinos, 
who were under cover. The insurg ents 
could make no stand ag ainst the sweep­ 
ing charg e and American yells, it 
wasn’t fair fig hting , and they skedad­ 
dled.”

“ Martial law in Manila is no joke, 
said Purser Newcomb of the Roanoke. 
“After 7 o’clock at nig ht no one is per­ 
mitted on the streets without a pass, 
and they are hard to g et. You can t

a cry of ‘Halt!’ and yon halt too. 1 
did 
I was ashore one nig ht on busi­ 
ness. and I was stopped no less than a 
dozen times in two blocks. I had on 
my officer’s uniform, and I always re­ 
sponded.

Trade at Trenton. 
Regarding Trenton the same journal 
gays: “Easiness is good in the potter­ 
ies, and the lamp men are also having a 
goodly number of orders coming in. 
In 
fact, there is a prosperity all over the 
city that has not been equalled for 
many years. Everybody who wishes to 
work can find plenty to do. Oommon 
laborers are very scarce, and the potter­ 
ies find it hard to get men to do the 
rough work about the kilns. 
A little 
while ago a dollar a day was the regular 
wage; now doable that will not bring 
out laborers. In some places last week 
skilled workmen drew the kilns, as or­ 
dinary laborers could not be had.” 


In Excellent Condition. 
Writing editorially of the general 
trade, China, Glass and Lamps says: 
“The pottery industry keeps in excel­ 
lent condition both east and west, and 
do industrial center in the country shows 
greater activity than Trenton and East 
Liverpool, and the Ohio valley pottery 
plants, without a single exception, are 
pushed with rush orders. 
The most 
pleasing feature of this increased activity 
consists in the fact that all grades of 
pottery have felt the stimulus of the 
new era the people of the United States 
have now fully entered upon.”

Rear Admiral Watson, who has been 
sent to Manila to succeed Admiral 
Dewey, was a parsed midshipman on 
the Hartford in April. 1HH2, when Ad­ 
miral Farragut ran by Forts Jackson 
and St. Philip, below’ 
Orleans. 
A 
correspondent of the New York Son 
thus describes Admiral Watson s brave 
conduct on that occasion: As the Hart­ 
ford passed Fort St. Philip a shower of 
grape from one of the big gnns tore the 
foremast into matchwood and seriously 
disabled the sail power of the ship. 
It 
was necessary to take in some sails and 
set others, hut the blocks had jammed 
and the Hartford was in danger of 
swinging about and running aground. 
The fire of grape aloft W’as so hot that 
the command “ Go aloft and clear blocks 
and tackle on main yard!” was not 
obeyed with that promptness that fol­ 
lows an order given by the commander 
of a man-of-war. 
But the hesitation 
was momentary. 
“ Come on. you fellows!" yelled a 
young voice, and up the ratlines to the 
disabled rigging went a midshipman, 
followed by the watch. 
Running out lightly to the end of 
the yard and standing 60 feet from the 
deck, with the grape clipping ropes and 
tearing great slivers of wood from mast 
and spar, young Watson gave the nec­ 
essary orders as calmly as if he was at 
a practice drill. 
When everything was 
taut and in working order, following 
the “ jackies” down, Watson sainted 
the admiral and reported, “All clear, 
sir!” Grim old Farragut simply seized 
the boy in his arms, and how the crew 
cheered! 
“ Had we ever got aground there the 
Confederate guns would have destroyed 
us in five m inutes,” said Fleet Captain 
Percival Drayton of the west gulf 
squadron as he told the story to Cap­ 
tain (afterward Rear Admiral) Bryson. 
“ Young Watson’s ready appreciation 
of the danger and prompt action saved 
the Hartford, in my opinion, and Far­ 
ragut thought so too.”

The transport Roanoke recently ar­ 
rived at San Francisco from Manila, 
bringing the latest news from the front. 
All her officers were out on the battle­ 
fields in* the Philippines, and they bring 
interesting stories of happenings inci­ 
dental to the struggle in the faraway 
Philippines. 
The “ rebel yell” has been heard in 
the Philippines, to the great disadvan­ 
tage of the Filipinos. 
And the boys 
from the south have no monopoly on 
that yell. The whole army charges with 
it, and it is mighty discouraging to the 
Filipinos. It frightens them more than 
do the bullets. 
It shakes their sharp­ 
shooters down from the trees. 
“ The Filipinos claim that the Amtri- 
cans do not fight fair,” says Captain 
Kidston of the Roanoke. 
“They evi­ 
dently think that we have not got war­ 
fare down to a science. In the glad old 
days when they used to pepper the 
Spaniards each side fought fair. 
The 
Filipinos would dig very fine trenches, 
and the Spaniards would follow suit. 
Then both parties would content them­ 
selves with firing in the air. 
After an 
bour or so of this kind of fighting each 
side would enjoy its siesta. The idea of 
one party scrambling into the other’s 
trenches was considered barbarous. 
“ I had the honor of accompanying 
Inspector General Miley to the firing 
line on one or two occasions. 
Those 
Filipino trenches were strong enough 
to keep any army away, except perhaps 
oars. Behind the first trench the coun­ 
try was flat: the Filipinos expecting to 
retire before the guns of the Americans 
and then catch oar boys in a trap. 
They could rain bullets on them from 
the second trench. But the difficulty in 
carrying out this part of the programme 
was that our boys never stopped. They 
jumped over the first trench and with 
that awful yell made for the Filipinos, 
who were under cover. 
The insurgents 
could make no stand against the sweep­ 
ing charge and American yells. 
It 
wasn’t fair fighting, and they skedad­ 
dled.” 
“ Martial law in Manila is no joke,’ 
said Purser Newcomb of the Roanoke. 
“After 7 o’clock at night no one is per­ 
mitted on the streets without a pass, 
and they are hard to get. 
You can’t 
take more than 15 steps before yon hear 
a cry of ‘H alt!’ and yon halt too. 
I 
did. 
I was ashore one night on busi­ 
ness, and I was stopped no less than a 
dozen times in two blocks. 
I had on 
my officer’s uniform, and I always re­ 
sponded, “ Officer!” “ Advance, officer, 
and be recognized!” was the return. 
“ Don’t you know, I was pretty glad 
to get back to the ship, and I never 
was on the streets of Manila at night 
again. 
After I had been stopped the 
first time my heart was in my throat 
till I was safely on the Roanoke. Those 
sentries mean business. 
And if a man 
don’t stop the instant the command is 
given, he loses the number of his mess. 
They’re dead shots too. 
One unfortu­ 
nate volunteer was shot and killed by 
mistake. I forget his name, bat be was 
a member of the Oregon volunteers. He 
refused to halt, and a moment later he 
fell dead with an American bullet 
through his heart. 
“ The soldiers are distrustful of all 
Filipinos, and a man oat there does not 
want to wear a white snit. The soldiers 
have had many lessons of the treachery 
of the Filipinos, and sometimes it is 
said they shoot first and say ‘H aiti’ 
afterward.” 
A handful of the Tennessee men were 
in camp toward the close of a hot after­ 
noon. 
There was lots of fighting going 
on in front, as the sharp rattle of mus­ 
ketry and the heavy booming of cannon 
attested. 
Occasionally a leaf, cut from 
its bough by a Mauser bullet, dropped 
slowly to the ground The soldiers were 
lounging about, some leaning on their 
guns, others stretched out in the shade, 
all swearing and grumbling vigorously. 
The general of the division thus found 
them, dropping so suddenly in their 
midst that there was tall scrambling to 
get to “ attention. ” 
“ W hat’s the matter, boys?” asked 
the general, not unkindly. 
The boys 
were not at all disconcerted. 
“ The 
matter’s jest this, gen’.a1,” said the 
spokesman. 
“ We ans hez got a kick 
cornin. Hvar’s our regiment fightin out 
yar, and hyar we is doin nuthin but 
mindin cyamp. 
When we go home, 
gen’al, what yo’ ’spose my dad’ll say 
ter me? He’ll say, ‘Whar wuz yo'when 
this battle wuz goin on,’ and ‘What 
wuz yo’ a-doin in this yere fight?’ And 
I’ll say, ‘Why, I wuz mindin cyamp.’ 
‘Mindin cyamp, hey I Yo’ two uncles 
got killed in the war, an yo' father wuz 
ail shot to pieces. 
An yo' wuz mindin 
cyamp out yar in the Philippines. 
That’s the kind o’ fightin yo’ did. Boy, 
thar’s the gate. 
The general was touched at the naive 
plaint and the wistful glances of the 
Tennesseeans. “ I guess the camp won't 
miss you boys.’ he said.

years ago I was there, loading for New 
York. 
The Filipinos did all our steve­ 
doring work, and a haughty lot they 
were They worked just as they pleased 
and when they pleased. 
And you had 
to handle them with kid gloves. Holler 
at them? Why. if you spoke above the 
ordinary tone of conversation they 
would give you a look intended to an­ 
nihilate you and then walk off the ship. 
And yon couldn’t get another gang ei­ 
ther. 
But this time it was so differ­ 
ent. ” 
And the captain’s sea aud sun 
browned face was wreathed in an ex­ 
pansive smile.

while it is 320 in length and is directly 
east of the low pressure reservoir. It is 
the intention to build a reservoir with a 
capacity of 8,000,000 gallons and it 
is expected the work will be com­ 
pleted within two years. The reservoir 
will be built with dividing basins so that 
water consumers will at all times be 
provided with clear water, while the 
present low pressure reservoir will be 
used as a reserve. The new reservoir 
will permit the pumps to remain shat 
down daring all high water. 
The best feature of the whole trans­ 
action is the fact that the reservoir will 
be built out of the income of the plant 
and the city will not have to issue 
bonds. This will mean a great saving 
to the city and speaks well for the prog­ 
ressiveness of the water works trustees 
who are to be commended for their 
action.

The former Spanish cruiser Reins 
Mercedes, which was sunk in the har­ 
bor of Santiago, Cuba, on June 6, 1898, 
during a bombardment by the Ameri­ 
can fleet, reached Hampton Roads the 
other afternoon and dropped anchor 
about a mile off Old Point Comfort, Va. 
It was not nntil September that 
efforts to raise the Reina Mercedes were 
started, and it was late in November 
last when a contract tex the work was 
finally given to the Merritt-Cbapman 
Wrecking company. 
The real work of 
raising the cruiser was begun just at 
the close of the year. This task was 
successfully accomplished on March I, 
and the next day the cruiser was towed 
to Santiago for snch temporary repairs 
as were necessary to pat ber in shape 
to be towed to the United States. She 
was finally ready for the voyage early 
in May, and the tug Rescue was sent 
from Newport News, Va., to Santiago 
to aid the tug Merritt in bringing back 
the cruiser, a task which has just bees 
successfully accomplished. 
The Reina Mercedes is a steel crnisei 
and was built in Cartagena in 1887. 
She is of about 3, OOO tons displacement, 
278 feet IO inches long and 42 feet 7 
inches broad and draws 16 feet Ii 
inches. 
Her engines had an indicated 
horsepower of 3,700, bot ber boileri 
had given out before she was sunk, and 
ber enignes were practically useless. 
The Reina Mercedes is bark rigged, bat 
one smokestack and is fitted with on« 
propeller. She carries between 500 and 
600 tons of coal and is credited with 
about 17 knots speed. Her armament 
consisted of six 6.2 inch Hontoria 
breechloading gnns, two 2.7 similai 
guns, three 6 pounder, two 4 poundei 
and six 3 pounder quick firing guns, 
two machine guns and five torpedo 
tubes.—New York Herald.

Two Million Pou nds of Frozen 
M eat Ship p ed to Manila. 


labgest cargo or the kind. 


Problem of Snp p ly in» Frewli Mekt to 
tbe Army and Xav y —Fiv e or SI* 
Day * R eqnired to Cool the Meat 
So« elently —CarInK For It at Ma­ 


nila* 
Two million p ou nds of beef w’hich 
cannot sp oil recently left New York for 
the Philip p ines. All went in one v essel 
for the feeding of the nav y and army 
engaged in op erations in and arou nd 
Manila. 
The p roblem of sending fresh p rov i- 
iions to the Philip p ines was much great­ 
er than Cu ba or Porto Rico p resented. 
Two difficu lties had to be ov ercome. 
One w’as distance; the other w’as cli­ 
mate. The simp le dev ice of keep ing the 


m e a t fresh by p lacing it in rooms cooled 
to 80 degrees, which is sufficient for a 
short trip and moderate climate, would 
be absolu tely worthless if attemp ted for 
a long trip and the high temp eratu res 
throu gh which a v essel mu st p ass in go­ 
ing to the Philip p ines. To ov ercoine the 
difficulties a ship sp ecially bu ilt forcar- 
rv ing fresh mu tton from Au stralia to 
Eniiland was p u rchased. She is now the 
I'nited States refrigerator v essel Gla­ 
cier. 
She p rov ed herself p ractical for that 
Wiirk and is therefore not ev en an ex- 
p eriment now that she is to do similar 
work for the United States troop s at 
Manila. 
The nav y dep artment adv er­ 
tised for sealed bids for between 1,500,- 
000 and 2,000,000 p ou nds of p rime beef 
for the cargo of the v essel last mouth. 
The contract was awarded 
Ex p eri­ 
ments as to the shrinkage in weight of 
frozen meat were made, p rov ing that 
there was not more than one qu arter of 
1 p er cent loss in the p rocess of freez­ 
ing. These tests showed that tbe whole 
su bstance of the meat mu st remain in 
it or there wou ld hav e been far greater 
losses in weight. 
Orders were then disp atched to the 
western agents of the comp any to which 
the contract was let to p u rchase 2,8 00 
of the v ery best stall fed beev es. These 
were loaded on 100 of the best cattle 
cars and ship p ed to New York. There 
they were u nloaded, kep t for a few day s 
u ntil they had recov ered entirely from 
the trip and then slau ghtered. 
Each 
animal was carefu lly ex amined and if 
found in any way defectiv e was reject­ 
ed. 
As each carcass was p assed it was 
hu rriedly qu artered and slid into the 
refrigerating room, where, hanging on 
huge hooks, it was gradu ally cooled. 
Tests had been made here also to ascer­ 
tain how long it wou ld take these qu ar­ 
ters to freeze throu gh to the bone. 
It was at first thou ght that when 
su bmitted to a temp eratu re of 15 de­ 
grees only 7 2 or 9 0 hou rs at most would 
be necessary to freeze the meat throu gh 
and throu gh so bard that a knife could 
not be p u shed into i t 
Ex p eriments 
p rov ed that from fiv e to six day s were 
needed for absolu te certainty , so all of 
the 2,000,000 p ou nds of beef hav e been 
frozen for six day s before being loaded 
on the Glacier. 
The method of testing 
the freezing is itself interesting. 
A 
brace and bit is used, ju st as if y on 
were going to bore a hole into an oak 
door to p u t on the hinges. At first the 
bit is snnkonly fou r inches in the thick 
hind qu arter. It is drawn ou t and then 
a small thermometer, like those used by 
p hy sicians in taking the temp eratu re, 
is inserted. It is left in a few minu tes, 
and when drawn ou t should show a 
temp eratu re of abou t 20 degrees. Then 
the hole is bored deep er, going right to 
the bone, the thermometer is again in­ 
serted, and if it again registers 20 de­ 
grees it is certain that the qu arter is 
frozen throu gh. 
After the first lot of 250,000 p ounds 
was well frozen 
task of loading be­ 
gan. 
The engines of the refrigerating 
ap i)aratu s on board ship bad been at 
Work, tbe p ip es ru nning all arou nd the 
tides, the bottom and top were heav ily 
coated with frost—if y ou wanted to go 
in there y ou had to wear a heav y ov er­ 
coat. 
It was arctic and was meant to 
he. Night after night the work went 
on, 250,000 p ou nds of beef being p acked 
away each night. By the use of refrig­ 
erator caisfcr transp ortation across the 
riv er not one of the qu arters of beef 
was ex p osed to the air for more than 10 
minutes. 
At Manila a tremendou s refrigerator 
storehouse is now being comp leted for 
receiv ing the cargo of frozen beef. 
It 
will not be ex p osed to the trop ical heat 
of the Philip p ines for many minu tes— 
only long enou gh to p u t it into the re­ 
frigerated rooms. 
Nor will it be deliv ­ 
ered to the nav y and army immediate­ 
ly * for if this frozen meat were allowed 
to thaw ou t su ddenly in that terrific 
lieat it would not be in the best condi­ 
tion for consu mp tion. 
There is a de­ 
frosting arrangement in the Manila re­ 
frigerating storehouse. It is a series of 
rooms with gradu ally rising temp er­ 
atures. The first room is kep t at a tem­ 
p eratu re of 8 0 degrees and then gradu ­ 
ally raised to 8 5 degrees. The aecond 
etarts at 8 6 degrees and carries the tem­ 
p eratu re u p to 46 degrees, and thns the 
p rocess of defrosting continnes, gradu - 
aily raising the meat to the temp eratnre 
<*f the normal carcasa In thia way the 


to 


fla voring juices of tne Oeei a re pre­ 
served, so tha t roa st beef will ta ste a s 
if the ox ha d been killed only a da y or 
two before 
When it is remembered tha t the trip 
Ma nila from New York will occupy 
ten Weeks, even though the Gla cier 
goes by wa y of the Suez ca na l, it ca n 
be ea sily understood tha t a nything less 
tha n fieezing the mea t would not pre­ 
serve it 
Beef is shipped to Europe un­ 
frozen bung kei)t a t a tempera ture of 
a bout 8i5 degrees a nd a rriving in good 
condition, but the trip is a short one, 
a nd the tempera ture of the a ir is mod­ 
era te, but only a frttzing tempera ture 
will pre'^erve mea t properly for so long 
a time a s ten weeks, especia lly when 
the ves.sei ha s to pa ss through the Medi­ 
terra nea n a nd the Red sea s, the India n 
a nd Pa cific ocea ns. 
The Gla cier will 
st(j]) only four times for coa l a nd w’a ter 
before rea ching Ma nila . In fa ct, this is 
the only element of risk in the entire 
tri{). 
The only possibility for a ny mis- 
ha ji lies in the brea king down of her 
ma cbinery or the giving out of coa l a nd 
wa ter. Every preca ution ha s been ta ken 
in these pa rticula rs, for the vessel ha s 
just come out of drydock, where she 
received a thoia mgh overha uling from 
stem to stern, a nd a ll a rra ngements for 
getting coa l a nd wa ter a t Port Sa id a nd 
the other coa ling sta tions ha ve been 
l)erfected. 
It is the first tim e tha t frozen mea t 
ha s iieen shipped in a ny such qua ntity 
a nywhere 
in the world. 
The pa ins

tuccf ss a re wa rra nted by the a nticipa ­ 
tion tiia t it is )iy lu) mea ns the la st loa d

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BEEF FOR PHILIPPINES. 


Two Million Pounds of Frozen 
Meat Shipped to Manila. 
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a l i a . 
Two million pounds of beef which 
cannot spoil recently left New York for 
the Philippines. All went in one vessel 
for the feeding of the navy and army 
engaged in operations in and around 
Manila. 
The problem of sending fresh provi- 
*ions to the Philippines was much great­ 
er than Cuba or Porto Rico presented. 
Two difficulties had to be overcome. 
One was distance; the other was cli­ 
mate. The simple device of keeping the 
meat fresh by placing it in rooms cooled 
to 80 degrees, which is sufficient for a 
short trip and m oderate climate, would 
be absolutely worthless if attem pted for 
a long trip and the high tem peratures 
through which a vessel m ust pass in go­ 
ing to the Philippines. To overcome the 
difficulties a ship specially built forear­ 
m ing fresh m utton from A ustralia to 
England was purchased. She is now the 
United States refrigerator vessel Gla­ 
cier. 
She proved herself practical for that 
work and is therefore not even an ex­ 
periment now th at she is to do sim ilar 
work for the U nited States troops at 
Manila. 
The navy departm ent adver­ 
tised for sealed bids for between 1,500,- 
000 and 2,000,000 pounds of prime beef 
for the cargo of the vessel last month. 
The contract was awarded 
Experi­ 
ments as to the shrinkage in weight of 
frozen meat were made, proving that 
there was not more than one quarter of 
1 per cent loss in the process of freez­ 
ing. These tests showed that the whole 
substance of the meat must remain in 
it or there would have been far greater 
losses in w eight 
Orders were then dispatched to the 
western agents of the company to which 
the contract was let to purchase 2,800 
of the very best stall fed beeves. These 
were loaded on IOO of the best cattle 
cars and shipped to New York. 
There 
they were unloaded, kept for a few days 
until they had recovered entirely from 
the trip and then slaughtered. 
Each 
animal was carefully examined and if 
found in any way defective was reject­ 
ed. 
As each carcass was passed it was 
hurriedly quartered and slid into the 
refrigerating room, where, hanging on 
huge hooks, it was gradually cooled. 
Tests had been made bere also to ascer­ 
tain how long it would take these quar­ 
ters to freeze through to the bone. 
It was at first thought that when 
submitted to a temperature of 15 de­ 
grees only 72 or 90 hours at most would 
be necessary to freeze the meat through 
and through so bard that a knife could 
not be pushed into i t 
Experiments 
proved that from five to six days were 
needed for absolute certainty, so all of 
the 2,000,000 pounds of beef have been 
frozen for six days before being loaded 
on the Glacier. 
The method of testing 
the freezing is itself interesting. 
A 
brace and bit is used, just as if you 
were going to bore a hole into an oak 
door to put on the hinges. 
At first the 
bit is sunk only four inches in the thick 
hind quarter. It is drawn out and then 
a small thermometer, like those used by 
physicians in taking the temperature, 
is inserted. It is left in a few minutes, 
and when drawn out should show a 
temperature of about 20 degrees. Then 
the hole is bored deeper, going right to 
the bone, the thermometer is again in­ 
serted, and if it again registers 20 de­ 
grees it is certain that the quarter is 
frozen through. 
After the first lot of 250,000 pounds 
was well frozen fche task of loading be­ 
gan. 
The engines of the refrigerating 
apparatus on board ship had been at 
work, the pipes running all around the 
sides, the bottom and top were heavily 
coated w ith frost—if you wanted to go 
in there you had to wear a heavy over­ 
coat. 
It was arctic and was m eant to 
be. 
N ight after night the work went 
on, 250, OOO pounds of beef being packed 
away each night. By the use of refrig­ 
erator cars for transportation across the 
river not one of the quarters of beef 
was exposed to the a ir for more than IO 
minutes. 
At Manila a tremendous refrigerator 
storehouse is now being completed for 
receiving the cargo of frozen beef. 
It 
will not be exposed to the tropical heat 
of the Philippines for many minutes— 
only long enough to put it into the re­ 
frigerated rooms. 
Nor will it be deliv­ 
ered to the navy and army immediate­ 
ly. for if this frozen meat were allowed 
to thaw out suddenly in that terrific 
beat it would not be in the best condi­ 
tion for consumption. There is a de­ 
frosting arrangement in the Manila re­ 
frigerating storehouse. It is a series of 
rooms with gradually rising temper­ 
atures. The first room is kept at a tem­ 
perature of 80 degrees and then gradu­ 
ally raised to 85 degrees. The second 
starts at 86 degrees and carries the tem­ 
perature up to 45 degrees, and thus the 
process of defrosting continues, gradu- 
ally raising the meat to the temperature 
cf the normal carcass. In this way the 


flavoring juices of tne Deer are pre­ 
served, so that roast beef will taste as 
if the ox had been killed only a day or 
two before 
When it is remembered that the trip 
to Manila from New York will occupy 
ten weeks, even though the Glacier 
goes by way of the Suez canal, it can 
be easily understood that anything less 
than freezing the meat would not pre­ 
serve it 
Beef is shipped to Europe un­ 
frozen. b;jing kent at a tem perature of 
about 36 degrees and arriving in good 
condition, but the trip is a short one, 
and the tem perature of the air is mod­ 
erate, but only a fittzing tem perature 
will preserve meat properly for so long 
a time as ten weeks, especially when 
the vessel has to pass through the Medi­ 
terranean aud the Red seas, the Indian 
and Pacific oceans. 
The Glacier will 
stop only four times for coal and water 
before reaching Manila. In fact, this is 
the only element of risk in the entire 
trip. 
The only possibility for any mis­ 
hap lies in the breaking down of her 
machinery or the giving out of coal and 
water. Every precaution has been taken 
in these particulars, for the vessel has 
just come out of drydock, where she 
received a thorough overhauling from 
stem to stern, and all arrangements for 
getting coal and water at Port Said and 
the other coaling stations have been 
perfected. 
It is the first tim e that frozen meat 
has been shipped iii any such quantity 
anywhere in the world. 
The pains 
which are taken to make this trip a 
success are warranted by the anticipa­ 
tion that it is by no means the last load 
if fresh beef which the Glacier will 
have to take to Manila 
Even though 
Aguinaldo surrenders promptly the ar­ 
my and navy will have to remain in the 
Philippines for many years to come, and 
the Glacier wilt solve the problem of 
furnishing them with fresh and nourish­ 
ing m eat.—New York Sun.

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BEEF FOR PHILIPPINES. 


Two Million Pounds of Frozen 
M eat Shipped to Manila.

Two million pounds of beef which 
cannot spoil recently left New York for 
the Philippines. All went in one vessel 
for the feeding of the navy and army 
engaged in operations in and around 
Manila. 
The problem of sending fresh p a v i­ 
lions to the Philippines was much great­ 
er than Cuba or Porto Rico presented. 
Two difficulties had to be overcome. 
One was distance; the other was cli 
mate. The simple device of keeping the 
meat fresh by placing it in rooms cooled 
to SO degrees, which is sufficient for a 
short trip and moderate climate, woulc 
b^ absolutely worthless if attempted for 
a long trip and tin* high temperatures 
through which a vessel must pass in go 
ing to the Philippines. To overcome the 
difficulties a ship specially built for car 
rying fresh mutton from Australia to 
England was purchased. She is now the 
I'lilted States refrigerator vessel Gla­ 
cier. 
She proved herself practical for that 
work and is therefore not even an ex­ 
periment now that she is to do similar 
work for the United States troops at 
Manila. 
The navy department adver­ 
tised for sealed bids for between 1,500,- 
000 and 2,000,000 pounds of prime beef 
for the cargo of the vessel last month 
The contract was awarded 
Experi 
njents as to the shrinkage in weight o:‘ 
frozen meat were made, proving that 
there was not more than one quarter of 
1 per cent loss in the process of freez­ 
ing. These tests showed that the whole 
substance of the meat must remain in 
it or there would have been far greater 
losses in weight. 
Orders were then dispatched to the 
western agents of the company to which 
the contract was let to purchase 2,800 
of the very best stall fed beeves. These 
were loaded on IOO of the best cattle 
cars and shipped to New York. There 
they were unloaded, kept for a few days 
until they had recovered entirely from 
the trip and then slaughtered. 
Each 
animal was carefully examined and if 
found in any way defective was reject­ 
ed. 
As each carcass was passed it was 
hurriedly quartered and slid into the 
refrigerating room, where, hanging on 
huge hooks, it was gradually cooled. 
Tests had been made here also to ascer­ 
tain how long it would take these quar­ 
ters to freeze through to the bone. 
It was at first thought that when 
submitted to a temperature of 15 de­ 
grees only 72 or 90 hours at most would 
be necessary to freeze the meat through 
and through so bard that a knife could 
not be pushed into i t 
Experiments 
proved that from five to six days were 
needed for absolute certainty, so all of 
the 2,000,000 pounds of beef have been 
frozen for six days before being loaded 
on the Glacier. 
The method of testing 
the freezing is itself interesting. 
A 
brace and bit is used, just as if you 
were going to bore a hole into an oak 
door to put on the hinges. 
At first the 
bit is sunk only four inches in the thick 
hind quarter. It is drawn out and then 
a small thermometer, like those used by 
physicians in taking the temperature, 
is inserted. It is left in a few minutes, 
and when drawn out should show a 
temperature of about 20 degrees. Then 
the hole is bored deeper, going right to 
the bone, the thermometer is again in­ 
serted, and if it again registers 20 de­ 
grees it is certain that the quarter is 
frozen through. 
After the first lot of 250,000 pounds 
was well frozen the task of loading be­ 
gan. 
The engines of the refrigerating 
apparatus on board ship bad been at 
work, the pipes running all around the 
fcides, the bottom and top were heavily 
coated with frost—if you wanted to go 
in there you had to wear a heavy over­ 
coat. 
It was arctic and was meant to 
be. 
Night after night the work went 
on, 250, OOO pounds of beef being packed 
away each night. By the use of refrig­ 
erator cars for transportation across the 
river not one of the quarters of beef 
■was exposed to the air for more than IO 
ruinates. 
At Manila a tremendous refrigerator 
storehouse is now being completed for 
receiving the cargo of frozen beef. 
It 
will not be exposed to the tropical heat 
of the Philippines for many minutes— 
only long enough to put it into the re­ 
frigerated rooms. 
Nor will it be deliv­ 
ered to the navy and army immediate­ 
ly. for if this frozen meat were allowed 
to thaw out suddenly in that terrific 
heat it would not be in the best condi­ 
tion for consumption. 
There is a de­ 
frosting arrangement in the Manila re­ 
frigerating storehouse. It is a series of 
rooms with gradually rising temper­ 
atures. The first room is kept at a tem­ 
perature of 30 degrees and then gradu* 
ally raised to 85 degrees. 
The second 
starts at 36 degrees and carries the tem­ 
perature up to 46 degrees, and thus the 
Process of defrosting continues, gradu­ 
ally raising the meat to the temperature 
fcf the normal caress* In this way the 


tia\oriDg juices of the heel are pre­ 
served. so that roast beef will taste as 
if the ox had been killed only a day or 
two before 
VV hen it is remembered that the trip 
to Manila from New York will occupy 
ten weeks, even though the Glacier 
goes by way of the Suez canal, it can 
be easily understood that anything lese 
than fieezmg the meat would not pre­ 
serve it 
Beef is shipped to Europe un­ 
frozen bung kent at a temperature of 
about 
degrees and arriving in good 
condition, but the trip is a short one, 
Hnd the temperature of the air is mod­ 
erate, but only a fizzing temperature 
will preserve meat properly for so long 
a time as ten weeks, especially when 
the vessel has to pass through the Medi­ 
terranean aud the Red seas, the Indian 
and Pacific oceans. The Glacier will 
stop only four times for coal and water 
before reaching Manila. In fact, this is 
tile only element of risk in the entire 
trip. 
Tile only possibility for any mis­ 
hap lies in the breaking down of her 
machinery or the giving out of coal and 
water. Every precaution has been taken 
in these particulars, for the vessel has 
just come out of drydock, where she 
received a thorough overhauling from 
stem to stern, and all arrangements for 
getting coal and water at Port Said and 
the other coaling stations have been 
perfected. 
It is the first time that frozen meat 
has been shipped in any such quantity 
anywhere in the world. 
The pains 
which are taken to make this trip a 
rn CCF'.ss are warranted by the anticipa­ 
tion tiiat it is by no means the last load 
of fresh beef which the Glacier will 
have to take to Manila 
Even though 
Aguinaldo surrenders promptly the ar­ 
my and navy will have to remain in the 
Philippines for many years to come, and 
the Glacier will* solve the problem of 
furnishing them with fresh and nourish­ 
ing meat.—New York Sun.

Lovers of the national game will be 
interested in the following reference in 
a letter from Lieutenant Palmer D. 
Sheldon of the First regiment, South 
Dakota volunteers, with M acArthur^ 
brigade in the Philippines, to a game of 
baseball played while bullets from the 
rifles of the insurgents were whistling 
over and about them—the first instance 
on record where the national game was 
played to the accompaniment of Mauser 
bullets, says the Chicago Inter Ocean: 
“ Everything has 
been very quiet 
along the front, but some of the regi­ 
ments have had a little skirmish now 
and then. Our orders are not to fire un­ 
less attacked, and it is hard on the boys 
to keep from starting when they see the 
enemy only eight or 900 yards away 
The insurgents shoot very high, which 
is a good thing for us. It has rained off 
and on the last three days, not very 
hard, but enough so as to make walking 
difficult. 
Our company played a game 
of ball the other day with the company 
on our right, Company G, and beat 
them 11 to 7 This is right on the firing 
line, and I could not help think how 
funny it was to play ball when every 
once in a while a bullet could be heard 
whistling over our heads. 
The Mauser 
bullet has a very ugly, mean sound— 
something I will never forget if I live 
to get home. ” 
____ 


John E. Ingoldsby of the Utah bat­ 
tery, in the Philippines, in a letter to 
his mother thus describes his escape 
from the hospital in order to go to the 
front and fight: 
“ When I sneaked out of the hospital, 
I wasn’t missed for a long time, in 
fact, until just the other day. and when 
they did find it out they raised the 
dickens with me. 
They fined me $12. 
because they lost that much by my not 
drawing my rations, and the captain 
said he was sorry to say that I would 
get no credit on my discharge for fight­ 
ing battles when I was supposed to be 
in the hospital 
He said he d try to fix 
it up so I would get the credit, but it 
was doubtful if he could 
He said that 
if I had a leg shot off I could never 
have a pension. He is a good man, but 
the doctor— 
“ However, I am still fighting, and 
am glad of it. for if I had staid in that 
hospital when the rest of the boys were 
enjoying themselves I would surely 
have died. 
If that didn’t kill me, the 
doctor would. There was another fellow 
did the same thing I did, and he got 
the same fine 
He was a great deal 
sicker than I, and as eoon as we got 
away from the doctor and his dope we 
got well in no tim e.” 


Hugo Brenke, son of F. M. Brenke of 
Chicago, is now in Manila with the 
Fourth United States infantry, says the 
Chicago Record. 
He is a member of 
Company G, and bas been in the islands 
since March ll. 
In a letter to his par­ 
ents he speaks of the voyage over aud 
the landings at Gibraltar. Port Said 
and other places. Concerning the arrival 
at Manila he says: 
“ Landing about I :30 p. rn., near an 
old Spanish fort with many gnus on its 
walls, we took up our march for camp. 
O u r tents were pitched and we camped 
in the field. Next day we marched into 
the city proper to our present quarters. 
“ We are doing patrol duty with the 
Minnesota volunteers and are on duty 
six hours at a stretch. 
Myself and two 
others patrol a district which some 
w e e k s ago was partly destroyed by fire, 
set. no doubt, by the natives. We take 
no c h a n c e s at night, and should we see 
anything that looks suspicions we have 
orders to blaze away. 
There is, how­ 
ever, no danger, foi the soldiers are re­ 
spected and obeyed by all. 
No one is 
allowed on the street after 7 o’clock, 
and all doors on the ground floor must 
be closed at that time, and when we 
meet a Chinaman we command sternly. 
‘Vamousa cassey !’ (meaning ‘go home’) 
and he’ll start off on a run for his place. 
On the outskirts of the city the bamboo 
shacks burn every night and the crack­ 
ling of the bambDo sounds just like reg­ 
ular infantry firing. 
“ The streets in Manila ale very nar­ 
row aud filthy and the buildings are all 
much alike. 
Scarcely a house is to be 
found without barred windows, and the 
massive lower story of stone supports a 
light upper one of wood. 
This is the 
way they guard against earthquakes, 
which shake the island at tim es.”

Rear Admiral Watson, who has been 
sent to Manila to succeed Admiral 
Dewey, was a passed midshipman on 
the Hartford in April, 1862, when Ad­ 
miral Farragut ran by Forts Jackson 
and St. Philip, below New Orleans. 
A 
correspondent of the New York Sun 
thus describes Admiral Watson’s brave 
conduct on that occasion: As the Hart­ 
ford passed Fort St. Philip a shower of 
grape from one of the big gnns tore the 
foremast into matchwood and seriously 
disabled the sail power of the ship. 
It 
was necessary to take in some sails and 
set others, but the blocks had jammed 
and the Hartford was in danger of 
swinging about and running aground. 
The fire of grape aloft was so hot that 
ihe command “ Go aloft and clear blocks 
and tackle on main yard!” was not 
obeyed with that promptness that fol­ 
lows an order given by the commander 
of a man-of-war. 
But the hesitation 
was momentary. 
“ Come on, yon fellows!” yelled a 
young voice, and up the ratlines to the 
disabled rigging went a midshipman, 
followed by the watch. 
Running out lightly to the end of 
the yard and standing 60 feet from the 
deck, with the grape clipping ropes and 
tearing great slivers of wood from mast 
and spar, young Watson gave the nec­ 
essary orders as calmly as if he was at 
a practice drill. 
When everything was 
taut and in working order, following 
the “ jackies” down, Watson saluted 
the admiral and reported, ‘‘All clear, 
sir!” Grim old Farragut simply seized 
the boy in his arms, and how the crew 
cheered I 
“ Had we ever got aground there the 
Confederate guns would have destroyed 
us in five m inutes,” said Fleet Captain 
Percival Drayton of the west gull 
squadron as he told the story to Cap­ 
tain (afterward Rear Admiral) Bryson. 
“ Young Watson’s ready appreciation 
of the danger and prompt action saved 
the Hartford, in my opinion, and Far­ 
ragut thought so too.”

The transport Roanoke recently ar­ 
rived at San Francisco from Manila, 
bringing the latest n e w s from the front. 
All her officers were out on the battle­ 
fields in- the Philippines, and they bring 
interesting stories of happenings inci­ 
dental to the struggle in the faraway 
Philippines. 
The “ rebel yell” bas been heard in 
the Philippines, to the great disadvan­ 
tage of the Filipinos. 
And the boys 
from the south have no monopoly on 
that yell. The whole army charges with 
it., and it is mighty discouraging to the 
Filipinos. It frightens them more than 
do the bullets. 
It shakes their sharp­ 
shooters down from the trees. 
“ The Filipinos claim that the Ameri­ 
cans do not fight fair, ” says Captain 
Kidston of the Roanoke. 
“ They evi­ 
dently think that we have not got war­ 
fare down to a science. In the glad old 
days when they used to pepper the 
Spaniards each side fought fair. 
The 
Filipinos would dig very fine trenches, 
and the Spaniards would follow snit. 
Then both parties would content them­ 
selves with firing in the air. 
After an 
hour or so of this kind of fighting each 
side would enjoy its siesta. The idea of 
one party scrambling into the other s 
trenches was considered barbarous. 
“ I had the honor of accompanying 
Inspector General Miley to the firing 
line on one or two occasions. 
Those 
Filipino trenches were strong enough 
to keep any army away, except perhaps 
ours. 
Behind the first trench the coun­ 
try was flat; the Filipinos expecting to 
retire before the guns of the Americans 
and then catch our boys in a trap 
They could rain bullets on them from 
the second trench. But the difficulty in 
carrying ont this part of the programme 
was that our boys never stopped. They 
lumped over the first trench and with 
that awful yell made for the Filipinos, 
who were under cover. The in s u r g e n ts 
could make no stand against the sweep­ 
ing charge and American yells 
it 
wasn’t fair fighting, and they skedad­ 
dled.” 
. 
. . 
, 
“ Martial law in Manila is no joke, 
said Purser Newcomb of the Roanoke. 
“ After 7 o’clock at night no one is per­ 
mitted on the streets without a pass 
and they are hard to get. 
You can t 
take more than 1 5 steps before yon hear 
a cry of ‘Halt!’ and yon halt too. 
I 
did. 
I was ashore one night on busi­ 
ness, and I was stopped no less than a 
dozen times in two blocks. 
I had on 
my officer’s unifoim, and I always re­ 
sponded, “ Officer!” “ Advance, officer. 
aud be recognized!” was the return. 
“ Don’t you know, I was pretty glad 
to get hack to the ship, and I never 
was on the streets of Manila at nigh 
again 
After I bad been stopped the 
first time my heart was in my throat 
till I was safely on the Roanoke. I hose 
sentries mean business. 
And if a man 
don’t stop the instant the command is 
given, he bises the number of his mess. 


T h e y ’r e dead shots too. 
One un Iforlu­ 
nate volunteer was shot and killed by 
mistake. I forget his name but he was 
a member of the Oregon volunteers. He 
refused to halt, and a moment later he 
fell dead with an American bullet 
through his heart. 
“ The soldiers are distrustful of all 
Filipinos, aud a man out there does not 
want to wear a white snit. The soldiers 
have had many lesions of the treachery 
of the Filipinos, and sometimes it is 
said they shoot first and say ‘Hal 
afterward.”

The city is at last to have a new reser­ 
voir, as the deal was closed yesterday. 
The water works trustees have for 
several years been endeavoring to get 
council to take action in the mat­ 
ter, 
and 
on 
numerous 
occasions 
recommended to that honorable body 
that a new reservoir be built and coun­ 
cil in turn have appointed committees 
to investigate the matter, but all the 
talk came to naught. 
The trustees determined to wait no 
longer on council and yesterday pur­ 
chased a tract of land from Eugene 
Bradshaw for $8,500 
The land is 152}£ 
feet at one end and 216 feet at the other 
while it is 320 in length and is directly 
east of the low pressure reservoir. It is 
the intention to build a reservoir with a 
capacity of 8,000,000 gallons and it 
is expected the work will be com­ 
pleted within two years. The reservoir 
will be built with dividing basins so that 
water consumers will at all times be 
provided with clear water, while the 
present low pressure reservoir will be 
used as a reserve. The new reservoir 
will permit the pumps to remain shut 
down during all high water. 
The best feature of the whole trans­ 
action is the fact that the reservoir will 
be built out of the income of the plant 
and the city will not have to issue 
bonds. This will mean a great saving 
to the city and speaks well for the prog­ 
ressiveness of the water works trustees 
who are to be commended for their 
action.

The former Spanish cruiser Reins 
Mercedes, which was snnk in the har­ 
bor o f S a n tia g o , Cuba, on June 6, 1898, 
during a bombardment by the Ameri­ 
can fleet, reached Hampton Roads th« 
other afternoon and dropped anchor 
about a mile off Old Point Comfort, Va. 
It was not until September that 
efforts to raise the Reina Mercedes were 
started, aud it was late id November 
last when a contract fcr the work was 
finally given to the Merritt-Cbapman 
Wrecking company. 
The real work of 
raising the cruiser was begun just at 
the close of the year. This task WM 
successfully accomplished on March I, 
and the next day the cruiser was towed 
to Santiago for such temporary repair* 
as were necessary to put her in shape 
to be towed to the United States. 
Sh* 
was finally ready for the voyage early 
in May. and the tug Rescue was sent 
from Newport News. Va., to Santiago 
to aid the tug Merritt in bringing back 
the cruiser, a task which has just been 
successfully accomplished. 
The Reina Mercedes is a steel cruise! 
and was built in Cartagena in 1887. 
Hhe is of about 3,000 tons displacement, 
278 feet IO inches long and 42 feet 7 
inches broad 
und draws 16 feet 8 
inches. 
Her engines had an indicated 
horsepower of 3,700, but ber boiler* 
had given out before she was sunk, and 
her enignes were practically useless. 
The Reina M ercedes is bark rigged, hat 
one sm okestack and is fitted with on* 
propeller 
She carries between 800 and 
600 tons of coal and is credited with 
about 17 knots speed. 
Her armament 
consisted of six 6.2 inch Hontoris 
breechloading guns, two 2.7 similai 
gnus, three 6 pounder, two 4 poundei 
and six 3 pounder quick firing guns, 
two machine guns and five torpedc 
tubes.—New Y’ork Herald.

Meat Shipped to Manila.

the Army and Navy—F ive or Six 
Day* R equired to Cool the Meat

nila. 
Two million pounds of beef which 
cannot spoil recently left New York for 
the Philippines. All w ent in one vessel 
for the feeding of the navy aud arm y 
engaged in operations in and around 
Manila. 
The problem of sending fresh provi­ 
sions to the Philippines was much g re a t­ 
er than C uba or Porto Rico presented. 
Two difficulties had to be overcome. 
One was distance; the other was cli­ 
mate. T he simple device of keeping the 
meat fresh by placing it in rooms cooled 
to HO degrees, which is sufficient for a 
short trip and m oderate climate, would 
be absolutely worthless if attem pted for 
a long trip and the high tem peratures 
through w hich a vessel m ust pass in go­ 
ing to the Philippines. To overcome the 
difficulties a ship specially built fo r e a r­ 
ming fresh m utton from A ustralia to 
England w as purchased. She is now the 
United States refrigerator vessel G la­ 
cier. 
She proved herself practical for th at 
work and is therefore not even an ex­ 
periment now th at she is to do sim ilar 
work for the U nited States troops at 
Manila. 
T he navy departm ent adver­ 
tised for sealed bids for between 1,500,- 
000 and 2, 000,000 pounds of prim e beef 
for the cargo of the vessel last month. 
The contract was aw arded 
E xperi­ 
ments as to the shrinkage in w eight of 
frozen m eat were made, proving that 
there was not more th an one q u arte r of 
1 per cent loss in the process of freez­ 
ing. These tests showed th at the whole 
substance of the m eat m ost rem ain in 
it or there would have been far greater 
losses in weight. 
Orders w ere then dispatched to the 
western agents of the company to which 
the contract was let to purchase 2,800 
of the very best stall fed beeves. These 
were loaded on IOO of the best cattle 
cars and shipped to N ew York. 
There 
they were unloaded, kept for a few days 
until they had recovered entirely from 
the trip and then slaughtered. 
Each 
animal was carefully examined and if 
found in any way defective was reject­ 
ed. 
As each carcass w as passed it was 
hurriedly quartered and slid into the 
refrigerating room, where, hanging on 
huge hooks, it was gradually cooled. 
Tests had been m ade here also to ascer­ 
tain how long it would take these q u a r­ 
ters to freeze through to the bona 
It was a t first tho u g h t that when 
subm itted to a tem perature of 15 de­ 
grees only 72 or 90 hours at most would 
be necessary to freeze the meat through 
and through so hard th a t a knife could 
not be pushed into i t 
Experim ents 
proved th a t from five to six days were 
needed for absolute certainty, so all of 
the 2,000,000 pounds of beef have been 
frozen for six days before being loaded 
on the Glacier. 
The m ethod of testing 
the freezing is itself interesting. 
A 
brace and bit is used, just as if you 
were going to bore a hole into an oak 
door to p u t on the hinges. 
A t first the 
bit is sunk only four inches in the thick 
bind quarter. It is d ra w n out and then 
a small therm om eter, like those need by 
physicians in taking the tem perature, 
is inserted. 
It is left in a few minutes, 
and when draw n out should show a 
tem perature of about 20 degrees. Then 
the hole is bored deeper, going rig h t to 
the bone, the therm om eter is again in ­ 
serted, and if it again registers 2 0 de­ 
grees it is certain th a t the q u a rte r is 
frozen through. 
After the first lot of 250,000 pounds 
was well frozen kilo task of loading be­ 
gan. 
The engines of th e refrigerating 
apparatus on board ship had been at 
work, the pipes ru n n in g all around the 
*ides, the bottom and top were heavily 
coated w ith frost— if you wanted to go 
in there you bud to w ear a heavy over­ 
coat. 
It w as arctic and was m eant to 
be. 
N ight after n ig h t the work w ent 
on, 250,000 pounds of beef being packed 
away each night. 
By th e use of re frig ­ 
erator cals for transportation across the 
river not one of the quarters of beef 
was exposed to the air for more than IO 
minutes. 
At M anila a trem endous refrigerator 
storehouse is now being completed for 
receiving th e cargo of frozen beef. 
It 
" ill not be exposed to the tropical heat 
of the Philippines for m any m inutes— 
only long enough to p u t it into the re ­ 
frigerated rooms. 
N or will it be deliv­ 
ered to the navy and arm y im m ediate­ 
ly, for if this frozen m eat were allowed 
to thaw out suddenly in th at terrific 
heat it would not be in the best condi­ 
tion for consumption. 
There is a de­ 
frosting arrangem ent in the Manila re­ 
frigerating storehouse. 
It is a series of 
rooms w ith gradually rising tem p er­ 
atures. T he first room is kept at a te m ­ 
perature of 80 degrees and then g ra d u ­ 
ally raised to 85 degrees. 
The second 
starts a t 86 degrees and carries the te m ­ 
perature up to 46 degrees, and thus the 
process of defrosting continues, gradu­ 
ally raising the m eat to th e temperature 
th* normal carcass. 
In this way the 


flavoring juices of toe beer are pre­ 
served, go that roast beef will taste ag 
if the ox had been killed only a day or 
two bef cire 
When it is remembered that the trip 
to Manila from New York will occupy 
ten weeks, even though the Glacier 
goes by way of the Suez canal, it can 
be easily understood that anything less 
than freezing the m eat would not pre­ 
serve it 
Beef is shipped to Europe u n ­ 
frozen, b;jiug kent at a tem perature of 
about 86 degrees and arriving in good 
condition, but the trip i9 a short one, 
and the tem perature of the air is mod­ 
erate, but only a freezing tem perature 
will preserve meat properly for so long 
a tim e as ten weeks, especially when 
the vessel has to pass through the Medi­ 
terranean aud the Red seas, the Indian 
and Pacific oceans. 
The Glacier will 
stop only four times for coal and water 
before reaching Manila. In fact, this is 
the only element of risk in the entire 
trip. 
The only possibility for any mis­ 
hap lies in the breaking down of her 
machinery or the giving out of coal and 
water. Every precaution has been taken 
in these particulars, for the vessel has 
just come out of drydock, where she 
received a thorough overhauling from 
stem to stern, and all arrangem ents for 
getting coal and w ater at Port Said and 
the other coaling stations have been 
perfected. 
It is the first tim e that frozen meat 
has been shipped iii any such quantity 
anyw here in the world. 
The pains 
which are taken to make this trip a 
nieces# are w arranted by the an ticip a­ 
tion th a t it is by no means the last load 
of fresh beef which the Glacier will 
have to take to Manila 
Even though 
Aguinaldo surrenders promptly the a r­ 
my and navy will have to remain iii the 
Philippines for many years to come, and 
the Glacier will* solve the problem of 
furnishing them w ith fresh and nourish­ 
ing m eat.—New York Sun.
